Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The untitled computer moving image file is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 18 years. 

The computer moving image file contains a short video clip of amateur origin, explicitly 
portraying sexual activities between a European man and an Asian woman who is probably 
a prostitute. Because the woman appears youthful, the publication raises the issue of the 
sexual exploitation of young persons, and has therefore been considered under s3(2)(a) of 
the FVPC Act. However, the material does not fulfil the criteria of this section of the Act. 
There is a likelihood of injury to the public good if the publication is made available to 
children and young persons, who do not have the experience or maturity to deal with 
explicit images of adult sexual activity. The injury lies in the potential for the material to 
disturb or shock young viewers and to have a harmful effect on the development of sexual 
behaviour and attitudes. However, the likelihood of injury is avoided by restricting the 
availability of the publications to adults. 

The right to freedom of expression has been weighed against the likelihood of injury to the 
public good if the computer image file is made available. Restriction to an adult audience is 
reasonable, demonstrably justifiable and the minimum required to prevent injury. 
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
